BecallinK her ('hrisimas I)ay talk to the (’om- 
htonwealth in which she spoke about the problems 
of the world which sometimes loomed so large that 
It was hani to see what the indiivdual could do about 
them, the Queen said; ‘'In this, my first (.'ommon- 
wealth Day message. I suggest that ihe«-e is some¬ 
thing practical which we can all. whatever our age 
and occupation, be doing to help. 

'■’Phe world's great need Is for understanding and 
goodwill to guide and stimulate people to help one 
another to real effect. In the ('ommonwealth we 
atart with the advantage of sharnTg-many ways of 
looking at things and doing things. This makes co¬ 
operation between our countries easier, but our gov. 
ernment.s will, in the long run. only l>e as close to- 
geiher as their people feel. 

-‘'Let it therefore he our resolve to seek out every 
Hilmce we get to know more about the people of other 
T'ommonwealih countries, and to meet them when we 
can, so that we may have the warmth of fellow-feel¬ 
ing and the vision to work together for the goj»d of 
the world in >-ears to come." 

To the many millions who believe tliat polenUally 
the Commonwealth i.s yet a mighty for»"e to be reck¬ 
oned with; that it Is still the gieatest living example 
of roK)pr)ation and understanding between peoples 
of every race, creed and color, the Queen's message 
will bring heart and hope.

A fpw day* ago I was discussing 
the liana com|Mc(a type of chA-arf he'd 
ding petunia, a group rharacterized 
by a neat, compart plant leas than a 
foot tall that cover* itself with bloom 
from early summer right through un¬ 
til the first ground frosts of autumn. 

TIiLs rtasa 6t petunia, with Us neiit 
habit of growth and its muHlIude of 
smallish flowers, has every virtue 
we look for in a massed bedding 
efferl. 

• * * 

There are bigger and very much 
more beautiful petunias, though, moat 
of which have appeared upon the gar¬ 
den scene within the last few year*. 

We have first-generation hybrids 
In glowing new colors and with 
flowers four time* the size of the 
modest little bedding petunia; we 
have plants bearing fully double 
flowers, BO heavily veined and fringed 
as to be srarecly ret'ognizable as mem¬ 
bers of the p^unla family, and we 
have a new Fluffy Ruffle* class with 
blooms as frilly a* grandmother's 
petticoats.

Most of these make biggish plant*. 
IH to 24 feet taU, often a little on 
the floppy side unless you stake them, 
but with Incredibly large and beauti¬ 
ful flowers. 

rntll the Serond World War, seeds 
of the fancy dotdile petunias were 

/ 


available only frwn Japan, where 
their voductlon was a closely guarded 
tntd|fl'eorcl. It didn't do any good 
to ^ve seeds from these Japanese 
plants either th^ wouldn’t make 
any seeds, or If seed was produced, 
it would grow only the old single- 
flowered petunias. ConscqtienUy, the 
sale of double petunia seed was a 
highly profitable Japanese monopoly. 
* * * 

When Japan entered the war. the 
supply of these seeds was cut off. 
Many of the world's leading hybrid¬ 
ists and grnetieists took a craxlL at 
puzzling out the secret of the double 
petunia, but It fell to the lot of a 
Canadian plant breeder to ferret out 
the answer to the problem. 

Mr. Robert Simonette of Edmon¬ 
ton was the first and only man to 
produiT double pf>tunla se^s In the 
western world, and his process, under 
licence, is the one used by all Uil. 
and European plant breeders to this 
day.

Incidentally, Mr. Simonette is still 
producing his miracles, and came up 
last year with a new rhutaarb. redder 
and sweeter than anything we have 
had heretofore. 

His Canadian All Double petunias, 
found In most of the leading seed 
catalogues and on many of the plant 
stalls, are the best In this class.. At 
retail prices, the seeds are worth 


something like >13.000 per pound 
and for >2 you get a packet containing 
500 of the dust-Uke seeds a tiny 
pinch wMcb you could put In your 
eye without blkildng.

ITie Canadian All Doubles stand 
about 18 Inches tall, a Utile high for 
small beds and planters, but a shorter 
race of doubles has been developed, 
.lometimes listed under the ruune 
Dwarf Vktorious, making plants 10 
to 12 liKhes high. 18 inches across, 
and currying fully double blooms up 
to 5 Inches wide-grand for potted 
plants as well as for window boxes 
and planters. 

With seeds so horribly expensive, 
you must expert to pay about twice 
as much for these fxlUy beauties as 
for (he little single-flowrred kinds

I have written before about heter- 
neis, the peculiar and unaccountable 
vigor found in first-generadon hybrids 
of both [rfants and ardmals. In 
petunias, this hybrid vigor Is found 
in the FI Mulllfloras While die 
blooms are not as laive as the 
doubles—about 34 inches acnas— 
they are produced hi prodigious quan- 
tlUcB, and the plants are very stnrif 
and dlsfwse rwNstant. 

Some good petunias In die F-1 
Multiflora class are Pink Satin. 
Peach Satin, Coral Sadn. White 
Satin. Blue Lustre and Moonglow, a 
creamy yellow flower.
